The Board of Education had failed to rec- 
ognize the real school spirit of Jones Valley High School 


Within twelve weeks, patrons, with the help of newspapers, radio sta- 
tions, and interested business people, had raised $114,000. The City Com- 
mission pledged the remaining amount needed in additionto the insurance 
money to rebuild Jones Valley. 


On October 7, 1962, ground was broken; and on September 4, 1963, 
the Brownies entered a modern, well equipped new building, May this 
spirit live on forever!
